“Fierce Wind Storm Cuts Off the 
Capital and Metropolis.

Roundabout Means of Communication 


Between West and East. 


JUSTICE BRADLEY INJURED DURING 
THE BLOW IN WASHINGTON. 


Baltimore Partially Under Water as a Re- 
sult of the Great Wind and Many Bulla - 
ings Unroofea—Annapolis a Sufferer— 
Reports of Damage From Points in the 
Southeast—Dam Bursts in Mexico. 


The West Indian storm moved rapidly up the 
Atlantic Coast yesterday, and is central in the up- 
per St. Lawrence Valley this morning. At Buf- 
sfalo, V. F., the barometer reading is 28.90 
inches, and the center of the storm to the novtheast 
of that city undoubtedly shows considerably lower 
pressure. Strong southwesterly gales prevail in 
the lower lake regions. Rains of over a quarter of 
an inch are reported from the Western boundary of 
the lake region to the Atlantic coast and extending 
southward into South Carolina and Tennessee. 
Parkersburg, W. Va., reports 3.88 and Cleve- 
land, O., 2.38 inches during the past twenty-four 
hours. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 16.—A storm of 
tue hurricane variety passed over this city 
last night doing great damage. Telegraphic 
communication to points outside of Washing- 
ton was rendered impossible for a long time 
on account of the violent wind and ruin, and 
a few small buildings were blown down. 

Associate Justice Henry R. Brown of the 
United States Supreme Court was severely 
cut on his right temple last evening while 
attempting to close one of the heavy plate- 
glass windows in his new home on the north- 
west corner of Sixteenth streetand Riggs 
place. A heavy piece of glass cut an ugly 
gashaninch and a half long, severing the 
artery. But for timely medical attention the 
wound would have proved fatal. 

It rained steadily all day yesterday and to- 
wards night the wind began to blow hard. It 
increased in velocity and the rain increased 
in volume until it was next to impossible for 
pedestrians to face it. Lights were torn 
down,signs were blown down and in some in- 

stances bouses unroofed. About 2 o’cilock 
the rain ceased, but the wind continued to 
blow witn increasing force and it was hot 
and sultry. Telegraph wires were wrecked 
in every direction until it seemed that tho 
country at large would have to do without 
intorwation regarding the doings of the ex- 
traordinary session of Congress. After per 
sistent effort the Western Union got a wire 
by way of Memphis, over which it was en- 
abled to send press reports. At daylight this 

the storm. abated and before 6 
e'ciock the sky was clear. The Western 
Union has a large force of linemen at work, 
and hope to restore communication rapidly. 


Sr. LOUIS’ CONDITION. 

At o o’clock this morning it was absolutely 
impossible to obtain any telegraphic com- 
munication between St. Louis and cities east 
of Pittsburg and Buffalo. New York was 
completely cut off, and the destruction of 
the trunk lines there made it impossible to 
reach any points on the coast route. At the 
Western Union offices the following table 
was made up: Short two wires to Chicago, 
twelve wires to New York, four wires to 
Nash ville and two wires to Memphis. 

A few minutes after 9o’clock a message 
was received stating that communication 
with Washington had been restored via At- 
janta and Augusta, but only one line was in 
operation. Later Washington reached New 
York. 

Atthe Postal Telegraph office almost the 
same experience was met with. Wires west 
of Pittsburg were much crippled, but that 
city is completely cut off. The company's 
wires to New Orleans and through Tennessee 
and Mississippi were fairly in condi- 
tion, but west of Birmingham and through 
North Carolina all wires were down. 


PITTSBURG AND THE EAST. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 14.—To-day, as a re- 
sult of the fearful wind and rain-storms, 
telegraphic or telephonic communication 
with New York, Washington and Boston was 
riext to imposstble. Wires from the West 
were working after a fashion as far Kast as the 
Alleghenies, but the country on the other 


‘ side of the mountains was cut off almost 
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entirely. The trouble with the wires began 
yesterday and gradually grew worse through 
the night, reaching a climax this morning in 
a condition of prostration, said to be about 
the most complete on record. The only case 
appr: aching a parallel, so far a: least as 
wire communication is concerned, was the 
extraordinary New York bliszard, in which 
Roscoe Conkling lost his life. The blizzard. 
however, only affected a comparatively 
mall stretch of territory. To-day almost 
the entire Atlantic Coast was cut off and the 
effects of the storm were felt over 1,000 miles 
ialand.

Waycross, Ga., Oct. -4.—The storm com- 
menced blowing Thursday morning at sun- 
rise and continued, accompanied by heavy 
rains until last midnight.

Kickapoes Repudiate the Treaty Made 
by Their Commissioners. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., Oct. 14.—Maj. Moses Neal, 
the Kickapoo Allotting Agent, will have con- 
siderable difficulty in getting the Indians to 
take their allotments, asa large number of 
them state that they were never in favor of 
the treaty and did not sign it. The treaty 
was agreed upon by the Government Com- 
missioners and a committee from the Kicka- 
poos, but there is nothing to show that it 
was ever ratified by a majority of the tribe, 
and if this is a fact it will not be binding 
upon the Indians. and the action of Congress 
in providing forthe opening of the land will 
amount to naught. 


RAILROAD NEWS. 


Traffic Manager Miller Will Attend the 
Southwestern Association Meeting. 
Vice-President and General Manager 
Thomas C. Purdy, General Traffic Manager 
Miller, General Supt. Allen and Chief 
Engineer Wilson ofthe M. K. &T. returned 
to headquarters this morning from Texas. 
As Mr. Miller was not.in the city on 
the date of the meeting of the 
Southwestern Association, it was rumored 
that he absented himself on purpose, as he 
had lost all faith in the association before 
which the notice ot the Katy's withdrawal is 


still pentling. Mr. Miller denies that such 
is the case in very emphatic 
terms. Said he this morning: I was just as 
anxious to attend the meeting as any other 
interested party, but found out that it would 
be impossible to do so, and ten days before 
the meeting was to have been held I served 
notice on Secretary Jewett informing 
him that I could not de present. 
I also informed him that if the meeting could 
be postponed until after the 15th I would be 
able to present, but not on the 10th, as I 
had some business in Texas which demanded 
my immediate attention. It is all absurd 
about my leaving the city to keep from 
attending the meeting. If I had not wanted 
to go and had no business out of town, I 
would have simply remained in my office and 
refusedtogo. I understand arrangements 
have been made for the holding ofa meetin 
in New Orleans, Oct. 23. If this is a fact, an 
if nothing unforeseen happens, I will most as- 
suredly be there, providing, as a matter of 
course, that we are guaranteed a full attend- 
ance.’’

The majority of the killed and injured were 
in the rear coaches of the train which was 
standing at the depot when the second train 
crashedintoit. All the passengers inthe 
last two cars were either ed or 
The third from the last car was throw 
the track and four rsons init killed. The 
baggage car jumped the track and was re- 
duced to kindiing wood. But two men init 
escaped. The engine was badly wrecked. 
Steam escaped from the bollers and added to 
the sufferings ofthe wounded. Many physi- 
Clans were soon on the ground directing the 
removal of the woundedtothe hospitals. 
Women on the depot platform fainted, 
and men were unnerved. The shrieks of 
the injured could be heard for blocks. 

President Ledyard and other officials of the 
road arrived at 11:30. After examining the 
wreck the President left for Detroit. 

Engineer Wm. Whalen remained on the 
train until the last moment trying to apply 
the brakes, which would not work. He 
jumped for his life and received a fracture of 
the ankle. Fireman Kemberling Jumped and 
escaped injury. 

No one is able to say if any blame attaches 
tothe engineer. It is Known that the air 
brakes were applied, but did not respond, 
but why they failed has not been revealed. 

Whalen said: ** We left Detroit at 6:55 with 
one ofthe best engineson the roadand a 
train of twelve coaches. The engine worked 
remarkably smooth, though a new one, and 
I was congratulating myself upon the 
fine matter in which it was working. We 
stopped at Livonis avenue, slowed at Wayne 
Junction and stopped at Ypsilanti. The air 
worked allright at these points. At Ypsi- 
lanti there was a large crowd around the 
engine. This is the hardest point on the line 
to stop at, as it is down grade, but we had 
no difficulty. We madeno other stop until 
we reached Jackson. Just east of 
Jackson Junction I turned on the air 
brakes, and finding it worked all * — shu 
it off. As we crossed Elmer avenue lap ned 
the brakes again, when I found they did not 
work on the train, although they did on the 
engine. Ithen whistled for brakes two or 
three times and reversed my engine. I spoke 
to the fireman and told him the brakes did 
not work and to look out for himself, and at 
the same time pulled the lever. I held the 
throttle until we were within three car 
lengths of the rear ofthe other train, when 
I went out the window ofthe cab, asI could 
not get to the gangway in time. My fireman 
jumped first. I fella hundred yards east of 
the depot.’’ 

All but two of those injured will recover. 
Some will have disfigured faces and others 
will have afflictions through life that will 
bear against their physical vigor. 

Thetwo most seriously injured are. Miss 
Blanche Beardslee of East Canton, Fa., and 
Miss Johanna Healey of Morris Run, Pa. 
Miss Beardsiee has a fracture of the 
skull, internal injuries and is _ frignt- 
fnlly cut and bruised about the 
body. There is only the faintest hope of her 
recovery. She spoke this morning for the 
first time since the accident. She is conscious 
and unconscious by turns. Ste does not 
know the fate of her mother, who was picked 

up dead on the platform of the same car on 
which Miss Beardslee was found injured. 

Miss Johanna Healey had a bad cture of 
both legs. Some of the local physicians 
thought the amputation of one leg would be 
nec essary to save her life, but Surgeon- 
General McLean of the 1 Central, 
who has been looking after the injured, said 
this morning, after a consultation with the 
several physicians, that it was thought am- 
putation might be averted and Miss Healey 
would recover. 

Mrs. Jas. Sloan of North Brookfield,N.Y., is 
an addition to the list of injured reported 
yesterday. She’ is hurt in the hip and 
abdomen. She was the only person injured 
in the train that was pulled by Engineer 
Whalen. she was in the second car behind 
the engine and was caught some way and 
crushed in e timbers.

How the Provident Bank Cases Have 
Dragged Along. 


PROSPECTS FOR ASETTLEMENT NO BET- 
TER NOW THAN EVER. 


Minutes Which Would Make a Good 
Sized Volume—The Latest Entry—Reo- 
ord Which Promises to Equal That 
of the Celebrated Jarndyce vs. Jarn- 
dyoe. 


Seven years, three months and three days 
ago Almon B. Thomson, the Cashier of the 
Provident Savings Bank, failed to turn up at 
his usual hour in the morning and then it 
was found that he was short in his accounts 
and the affairs of the bank in a very bad con- 
dition. 

One month later, or seven years, two 
months and three days ago, Carlos 8. Greely, 
one of the biggest stockholders in the bank, 
entered suit for the appointment of a re- 
celver and for the settlement of the bank’s 
affairs, Judge Lubke was Judge in Court- 


his room. Since that time the case has been 
through the Court of Appeals, the Supreme 
Court and back again and is still unsettled. 
Hundreds of motions and orders and inter- 
pleaders have been made, but still the 
case drags along with no prospect of a settle- 
ment. The particular case in question is now 
ina measure dependent upon litigation in 
Adair County, Mo., where acase was taken 
on achange of venue and which is dragging 
along there as are the cases here. There is a 
third case in court-room No, s which seems 
to have been almost entirely forgotten and 
when inguired for, necessitated a reference 
to the index and a digging around for oid 
documents which promised but little for the 
chances of a settlement ever being reached. 

The suit of Carlos 8. Greely against the 
Provident Saving Bank and others is the one 
now hung up in Judge Dilion’s Court. The 
clerk’s minutes alone will make a small vol- 
ume and relate the complications incident 
‘tothe still unsettled case. A brief synopsis 
at te case as it stands to-day was made and 
it appears in substance as follows:

THEY BELIEVE THE WIFE MURDERER A 
VICTIM OF HOMICIDAL MANIa, 


Dr. Atwood Tells ofan Operation He Per- 
formed on Daily Shortly Before the 
Murder—How He Nerved Him for the 
Ordeal — Dr. Bauduy’s Wit on the 
Stand. 


Dr. Le Grand Attwood ,former Superinsend- 
ent of the Insane Asylum, was the first wit- 
ness examined to-day in the Dally murder 
trial in the Criminal Court. Dr. Attwood 
has for several years known the defendant, 
John Daily, or Salvation Army Dally,’’ as 
he is called, who is charged with murder in 
the first degree for killing his wife, Eliza- 
beth, with an ax May 11 last at their home 
on Chouteau avenue. Dr. Attwood 
stated that he performed an opera- 
tion on Daily about two weeks 
before Dally killed his wife. The operation 
consisted of the removing of a tumor from 

Daily’s back. Dally stood the operation 
without taking answsthetics of any kind upon 
Dr. Atwood telling him that it was not 
necessary to take chloroform, but to 
have faith in God and that God would sus- 
tain him. ; 

R. Graham Frost, one of Daily’s lawyers, 
then read to Dr, Attwood a hypothetical 
question.

Take the newspapers, for example. They 
fill their columns with praises and pictures 
of the boat crews, the Varsity eleven and 
the base ball nine. They extol the merits 
of the high jumper and the hammer- 
thrower. But who sees the picture of 


the valedictorian of the class? Who has the 
slightest interest in the honor men? Robert 
Grant, himself a ‘78 man at Harvard, em- 
phasizes this fact in his Reflections, when 
the crowd is going wild over the young foot- 
ball hero, while his brother, the brilliant 
student, the honor man, ‘sits unrecognized in 
the throng. What a commentary on a col- 
lege education!“ 

Such were the bitter reflections of an old- 
time Harvard graduate, a distinguished 
scholar. The outburst gave rise to an earnest 
discussion, in which it was contended on the 
one hand that college athletics represented 
little of practical good; that after graduation 
the athiete disappeared as a factor in public 
affairs and found his low level. On the 
other it was claimed that the honor 
men became obscare professors or unknown 
ministers of the Gospel, and that the athlete, 
the man who went out of college witha 
sound body added to a reasonably sound 
mind, was the man who was the more likely 
to attain success and distinction in life. 

Not, perhaps, to settle this dispute con- 
ciusively, but to throw a little more light on 

the subject, it has seemed advisable to look 
back over the records of twenty years 
‘at Harvard, and to find out, if pos- 
sible, what has become of the 
athletes, the honor men, and the distin- 
guished classmen of their time. Of course it 
is not argued that this record is complete, 
but the classes as represented have not been 
specially picked ont; they are given simply 
because their reports were obtainable from 
various sources. They may be taken 
as a fair indication of the gen- 
eral run. In short, what is 
true of three classes is perhaps equally true 
oftwenty. Atalleventsthe findings are in- 
teresting and have a distinct bearing on the 
matter in dispute, 

CLASS OF 1870. 

The present honor system at Harvard has 
gone into effect since the graduation of the 
class of 1870. That class, however, has 
sent out a number of men who have obtained 
prominence in the nation, and yet, during 

‘their class days were much interested in 
class sports. The first scholar of the class 
was William G. Hale,.now head professor in 
Latin at the Chicago University. James Ras- 
sell Soley, who was the class-day poet, was 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy under Pres!i- 
dent Harrison. 

Roger Wolcott, at present Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, was tze class-day 
orator. William F. Wharton, Assistant Sec- 
retary of State under President Harrison, 
wasa very fine gymnast, and devoted much 
time to gymnasium work. All these men 
stood high in their classes,all were interested 
in class affairs and more or less in Class ath- 
letics. 

CLASS OF 1873. 

One of the most prominent athletes of the 
class of/ 1873 was H. S. White, who was a 
member ofthe Harvard nine during his en- 
tire collega course. All that time he ranked 
as one of thè best scholars of the class. He 
is now Professor of German and Dean ofa 
faculty at Cornell University. 

J. C. Goodwin was also oy the nine for four 
years, but held no promfinent rank as a 
scholar. He is in the office of the Comptroller 
of the city of New York. 

John Bryant was prominent in rowing mat- 

ters, and was on the University crew. He 
held a fair rank as a scholar, and after grad- 
uation took the degree of M.D. He never 
practiced, however, as his circumstances 
were such as to make that step unneces- 


sary. 

J. O. Shaw, Jr., was a rowing man, hold- 
ing no particular rank as a scholar. He 1s 
eee in the practice of law. 

dward P. Bliss was also on the University 
crew. Hewasa fair scholar, and is now in 
business in Boston. 

Tucker Daland was an oarsman, and stood 
fairly wellasascholar.

CLASS OF 1876.

good; such capable doctors as Strong, 
Jacques, Davis and Grandin, and many 


others who have achieved high standing in 
other professions, as Wheelright, Longfel- 
low and Richards in architecture, and Ourtis 
and Sherwood in art.

In political life Theodore Roosevelt, Josiah 
Quincy and Herbert F. Bissell may be said to 
represent the class of 1880 in politics, as Geo. 
A. Hibbard and George Pellew have repre- 
sented it in letters. They stood fairly well in 
their class, but could not be said to have been 
distinguished scholars. 


THE CLASS OF 1882. 

The first scholar of the class of 1882 was 
George Lyman Kittredge, a man of great 
ability, a deep thinker and a popular fellow, 
He is now assistant professor at Harvard, 


where he has won much reputation as a 
scholar and lecturer, and is proving an able 
assistant to Prof. Child. 

Among the other leading scholars were 
George Morey Richardson, Professor of Clas- 
sics in the University of California; William 
C. Waite, arising young lawyer in Boston, 
and partner of Samuel J. Elder and Russeil 
Whitman, a lawyer of Chicago. Owen Wis- 
ter of Philadelphia, was one of the most 
brilliant men, in an all-around way, in the 
class. Heisalawyer by profession, and is 
an author and composer of some reputation. 
While at Cambridge he wrote one of the best 

lays ever given by the Hasty Pudding Club. 

t was the famous Dido and Aeneas, for 
which he also arranged the music. 

One of the most remarkable menof the 
class was William H. Manning, a scholar of 
high rank and a great athlete. He was for 
two years captain of the university foot ball 
team. Mr. Manning, who was a leading 
business man of Marquette, Mich., was 
killed in the accident on the New York Cen- 
tral in september, 1889. 

Frederick Warren, foot ball player and gen- 
eral athlete, is nowa partner of Warren & 
Co., English steamers between Boston and 
Liverpool. 

T. C. Thacher, another foot ball player of 
reputation, is connected with the Boston 
wool firm of H. D. Thacher & Co. 

Chas. W. Andrews, who was a member of 
the base ball and cricket teams, is nowa 
lawyer of reputation in Syracuse. 

Morton S. Crehore, associated with the 
eleven and with his class crew, is in the coal 
pusiness in Boston. 

Wm. Cnalfant, a member of the university 
crew, isa banker at West Chester, Pa. 

Other prominent members of this class, 
who combined fair scholarship with a par- 
tiality for athletic, were Sherman Hoar, ex- 
Congressman of Massachusetts; Harold M. 
Sewall of Bath, formerly United States 
Consul-General at the Samoan Islands; Elliot 
H. Pendleton of Cincinnati, and Evert Jan- 
sen Wendell of New York. 

T. Jefferson, Jr., andL. E. Sexton were 
prominent both in scholarship and athletics. 
Mr. Coolidge ranked among the first 23 in a 
class of 209. He was manager of the base 
ball nine, President of the athletic associa- 
tion and the champion half-mile runner. At 
Present he is President of the Old Colony 
Trust Co, of Boston. 

Mr. Sexton belongs to the 
of Wetmore & Dener of New 
York, and came into considerable 
notoriety by his association with the anti- 
snappers last year. While in college he was 
manager of the crew, and took great inter- 
est in generalathietics. He had a creditable 
rank in scholarship. 

Charles R. Sanders graduated with highest 
distinction. He is practising law in Boston 
and has been prominent in politics. 

Rev. Samuel A. Eliot ranked well among 
the scholars. He has been recently installed 
in the Church of Our Savior, in Brooklyn. 

L. E. Gates was the first scholar of the 
class, but took no part in athletics. He is in- 
structor at Harvard. 

John Ulrich Nef took no special part in ath- 
letics, but was a hard worker and a distin- 
guished student in chemistry. He is now a 
professor at the University of Chicago. 


WHAT DOES IT PROVE? 

Here are reports from eight classes, rang- 
ing from 1870 to 1884. They may be taken as 
fair types of allother classes. What conclu- 
sion isto be drawn from this presentment: 
From my own observation, says a mem- 


ber of the class of 78, ‘‘as regards the grad- 
uates of my class, the conclusion reached is 
that the men taking a high rank in college 
usually follow one of the learned profes- 
sions, and that men prominent in ath- 
letics generally choose a calling of a 
mercantile or business character, where 
executive ability equally advances them to 
prominent positions,’*’ This seems perfectly 
reasonably as far asit goes. But cannot the 
matter be curried a little further? Is there 
not ground for the assertion that the most 
famous sons of Fair Harvard are the men 
who were not particularly distinguished der- 
ing their college days? Is it not true that 
the men who have more completely filled the 
measure of the public eye are men who were 
neither honor men nor stroke oars, neither 
digs nor atheletes? This is an interesting 
— somewhat foreign to the matter in 

s pute. 

A member of the class of 1882, who ts not in 
sympathy with college athletics, speaks 
scornfully of the practices which obtain on 
the college ball field and in the gymnasium. 
He contends that athletics, even so far as 
they are encouraged by the faculty, are di- 
rected almost solely for the benefit of those 
who do noi require them. In other words, 
the weak and puny fellows are obliged to give 
Ag | to the members of the class nines 
and class crews whose muscles stand 
out like whipcords, and to whom severe 
training is of very little personal benefit. 
Should one of these weak fellows be engaged 
in practice at the gymnasium, he is asked to 
leave the chest weights are parallel bars, as 
the crew iscoming,’’ or ‘‘it is the hour for 
the freshmen nine to practiee.’’ This same 
custom, he contends, prevails on the ball- 
fields, which are reserved almost exclusively 
for the Varsity and class nines. In short, 
2,000 students, who really need physical 
culture and gymnastic exercise, are — 
to give way to fifty trained athletes to whom 
the gymnasium brings little practical good, 
all — the honor of the university may be

SEEING THE PRESIDERT. 


An English Tourist Describes a Reception 
. atthe White House. 

From the Washington Post. 

One of the interesting features of life in 
Washington during the summer was the 
English tourist. He traveled generally in 
flocks and was unmistakable. Now he is re- 
turning to England, and true to his instincts 
is airing his impressions of this country. In 
the Manchester News appears a letter from F. 
H. Worswick descriptive of Washington, in 


the course of which he tells of a reception by 
the President in these words: 

The President's reception is quite an 
American institution. ey are held on 
alternate days three times a week during the 
time he is in residence, and are open to all 
comers. As we enter with our travel-stained 
clothing we find ourselves little different to 
anyone else. A Httle before 1, the hour 
fixed, we find a crowd of about three hundred 

rsons, congregated from various parts of 

he country and beyond, the said crowd dif- 
fering in size, shape, color and sex, all wait- 
ing impatiently about for the hour of grace. 
Just before the President enters, one of the 
attendants, assuming the role of M. C., enters 
the room, and ventures to offer some Instruc- 
tions upon our modus operandiinthe Presi- 
Gential presence. So we fall into a promis. 
cuous, straggling line, three or four deep, 
down one side of the room, all making at 
least some endeavor to be as near the front 
as possible, our humble selves excepted. 
For once we were content to bring up the 
rear, and so witness the proceedings, while 
the head of the procession was against the 
door whence the President will shortly 
emerge. A minute or so past the hour the door 
opensand President Cleveland enters alone 
and unattended, very much in style, build 
and dress like Sir John Harwood in Sunday 
attire. (Ihave only seen Sir John on Sun- 
days.) Advancing a little way into the room, 
but still on the floor with one hand behind 
his back, the President takes his stand. The 
crowd are now nervous and excitable, all 
pressing forward to gain the President’s 
hand. Evenina pleasurable exercise like 
this the characteristic American haste well 
high spoils it, and the 300 manage to get re- 
ceived at the rate of four a minute—all 
within one hour. Mr. Cleveland has the 
reputation of being a good hand at this re- 
ception business, and particularly so regard - 
lug children. But then, thougn he 1s far 
from young, he is still a sprightly personage, 
possesses a young wife, and has several 
young children. ence one Of the sources of 
his parennial youth. 
To the chijdren of all ages, of whom 
there was a great number, he hasa neat 
benignant smile, and speaks a few pretty 
words down to them, shakes their little 
hands tenderly, while they look up into the 
face ofthe big man. So the lion approaches 
the lambs, and sends them away happy. 
Mes, and none the less happy the fathers and 
mothers who accompany them. Possibly to 
the little ones this was the first imperative 
lesson tending toward agptration. To the 
ladies he is most gracious; but the whole af - 
fair appeared a matter of serious business to 
them. They are troubled with too much 
stateliness and stolid demeanor; American 
ladies are generally all there. I could only 
wish, by way of contrast, to have seen a few 
English ones with their grace and deport- 
ment. But to the sterner sex, endowed with 
a loquacious spirit, he has to listen to in- 
flictions which Yankees call tales, and 
many are the execrations against tbat in- 
dividual who dares to monopolize afew sec- 
onds more of the President’s time while 
possibly relating some little anecdote. 
» Remarks are constantly emanating from 
the restless and impatient crowd behind, 
such as ‘I guess he don’t want tohear your 
little tale,’ and Now, docut it short.“ At 
times eventhe President himself could not 
fail to hear some of the remarks. But this is 
a free country. The crowd pass on and our 
turn comes at last. We announce 
as British subjects of a Democratic 
come to pay our respects, to which 
plies, "Iam very pleased to see you, 
companied atthe same time with a heétty 
shake of the hand, and we passon and 
our departure with the rest, the majority ot 
whom, like ourselves, might doubtless be 
relegated to the category of mere curiosity 
mongers.

CARELESS driving is becoming too com- 
mon in St. Louis.

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THE SENATE’S OFFENSE. 

Mr. F. E. Kauffman of this city in a 

letter to Senator Vest scores 
Senate because it does not ac- 
the wishes of a majori- 
ty of the people, expressed through 
„their representatives in the Lower 
House, elected by their direct votes.’’ 
He asks, By what right does the Upper 
House refuse to acquiesce?’ and bases upon 
this refusal a just cause for popular revolt. 

Mr. Kauffman has wholly misconceived 
the true ground of the Senate’s offense in 
failing to act on the repeal bill. It is not 
bound to acquiesce in the House’s ex- 
pression of the popular will. That is only 
evidence of popular wishes worthy of the 
earnest consideration of Senators. But 
the Senate isan independent body. It is 
not bound to regardany will except its 
own. Senators are answerable for their 
actions only to their constituents, the 
Legislatures of the States from which they 
are elected. They are justified in differing 
from the Executive, the Representatives 
and both combined, according to their 
own judgments. 

The offense of the Senate liesin the fact 
that a professed majority is in favor of re- 
peal, yet that majority, representing the 
will of the people expressed through their 
State Legislatures, is unable to register 
and execute that will in legislative acts. If 
there were a majority in the Senate against 
repqal the failure of that majority to act 
wousd be as strong an indictment against 
the dsefulness of the Senate as the failure 
of the repeal majority to act. 

It is the impotence of the Senate to give 
practical outcome toany will except the 
negative will of an obstructive minority 
which affords ground for disquieting fears 
that as at present organized it is a menace 
to good government. 
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PROUD OF THEMSELVES. 


The report of the School Board Building 
Committee submitted last night does not 
sustain the plea that repairs have not been 
made because there was no money avail- 
able. 

The Shaw, Dozier, Penrose and several 
other schools are in bad condition, some 
of them unfit for habitation. They are all 
overcrowded and many are holding half- 
day sessions in order to provide as many 
children as possible with educational facil- 
ities. This disgraceful condition is open 
and notorious. It is known to every 
teacher and pupil in the city and admitted 
by every one but the gentlemen of the 
committees whose duty it is to prevent 
such a misfortune. The Building Com- 
mitteemen charge the fault upon the Ways 
and Means and Teachers Committees, and 
these in turn retort in kind upon their ac- 
cusers. That some one is to blame is 
patent and incontestable. The wrangling 
and recrimination in the board is a con- 
fession of incompetency and neglect. 

But what is there in the poverty plea 80 
plaintively reiterated by the Building 
Committee? According to the report §80,- 
000 had been appropriated for new build- 
ings and repairs up to Oct. 1. Of this $10,- 
118.91 had been expended for new build- 
ings and $32,709.71 for repairs, leaving a 
neat balance on hand, ‘‘clear and unin- 
cumbered,’’ of $37,171.38. The committee 
is said to take great credit to itself for 
economy. The members are proud of 
themselves because they have done better 
than the preceding committee. It may 
be admitted that the kettle is less black 
than the pot, but, if the present com- 
mittee has so much monty on hand, why 
are the pupils of the Shaw School housed 


in a woodshed, why is the Dozier School 


addition unfinished, and why are so many

THE GAMBLING LAWS 

It is gratifying to note that sportsmen 
recognize the force of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH’s warning of the degrading effect 
upon sport of the present policy of allow- 
ing it to be made the mere adjunct of the 
book-making and pool-selling business. 

The public is losing confidence in horse 
racing, and as a sportsman remarked 
through the Post-DIsPatTcH recently: 
What is needed to restore the confidence 
of the public is a complete change in the 
control of racing. As conducted at pres- 
ent it is not a sport, but a medium of mak- 
ing a few men rich at the expense of the 
public.’’ This is the whole situation in a 
nutshell from the standpoint of a sports- 
man. 

But from the standpoint of the people 
there is a more serious aspect of the matter 
which deeply concerns public morality 
and the public welfare. By forbidding all 
forms of gambling except betting on horse 
racing and by leaving free opportunity to 
the poolrooms to make horse racing serve 
their gambling purpose all the year round, 
the law accomplishes the worst possible 
result. It encourages poolroom betting, 
which is the most insidious and seductive 
form of the gambling vice to the poor and 
the young, among whom it causes the 
greatest havoc and misery. 

Whether the friends of true sport come 
to the rescue of horse racing or not, the 
State must come to the rescue of the youth 
against the ruinous influences of Pool 
Alley.

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THE Michigan Central horror, in which 
twelve persons lost their lives, was due to 
defective air brakes, so the report states; 
but there is a city ordinance in Jackson 
forbidding railroad trains to run faster 
than six miles an hour. Had this been 
obeyed the accident would not have hap- 
pened, and it would have made no differ- 
ence whether the brakes worked or not. 
The affair would make a good test criminal 
case. If, asthe railroad people insist, a 
rate so slow as six miles an hour through 
a small town is impracticable and not to 
be tolerated by the traveling public, they 
should be compelled to adopt proper pre- 
cautions when trains are run at a higher 
rate of speed.

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Another collision has been reported at 
Sixth and Washington avenue between the 
Northern Central and Washington avenue 
line, which fortunately caused no loss of 
life, but frightened the passengers, broke 
the windows and knocked a hole in the car. 


Ihave been thinkingof a very simple de- 
vice, which could easily be adopted at all 


street crossings with not one-fourth of the 
expense which it has cost the companies to 


pay for damage suits for loss of human lives 
and serious bodily injuries to passengers. 
Connect with the main overhead-trolley 
‘wire, say one or two hundred feet from the 
crossings, a separte wire, run it past the 
street crossings, have a red electric light 
hung fromit over center of said crossings, 
and asthe car advances the trolley to strike 


acrank or spring which will immediately 
ignite the electric red light of the crossing. 
Then as the trolley passes over the — 
it will strike a like crank or spring connecte 
with the electric wire of the first crank or 
spring, which will extinguish thelight by the 
same processthat caused it to be lighted. 
This is very simple and will cost but little to 
all the electric lines in our city, as it will bea 
safe and sure guideto motormen coming in 
opposite directions.

‘A Bight of Bloody Deeds That Texans 
Cannot Forget—Austin’s Series of 
Women Killings Believed to Have 
Been Committed by the Same Man-A 
Gainesville Aftair of Like Character. 


Denison, TEX., Oct. 14.—Abouta year ago 
character named Dick Edwards 

lias Bill Leroy was arrested Superior, 
vi. on the charge of having committed 
che mysterious women murders in this city. 
The evidence then was circumstantial, but it 
is stated that new evidence has come to light 
which will be sure to convict him. His trial 
will come off the latter part of this month. 
The officials refuse to state the nature of the 
svidence but admit that it will be sufficient 


to hang him. 

It has been thought that the Denison mur - 
ders were committed by the same person 
who committed the series in Austin and at- 
tacked two girls in Gainesville. The first 
Denison murder was that of Mrs. Hattie G. 
Haynes, wife of Dr. W. F. Haynes. The 
murder occurred at 12:20 p. m. Tuesday, May 
17, 1892, and the body was not found until an 
hour later. Mrs. Haynes, in company 
with her mother, Mrs. J. D. Garner, and 
a little niece, attended an entertainment at 
the Woodward Street Methodist Church 
Tuesday night, while Dr. Haynes, in com · 
pany with a number of prominent citizens, 
was present atthe Elks’ initiatory exercises 
which took place at the Odd Fellows’ Hall. 
Whenthechurch entertainment was closed, 
Mrs. Haynes’ mother and niece took a rapid 
transit train for home, arriving there about 
10:20. The Haynes and Garner residences are 
in the same park, and on reaching the gate 
Mrs. Haynes remarked as she saw a light in 
her residence that she was glad the doctor 
was home, and walking with her mother to 
her parents’ home leftfor her residence, 
which is only about 60 feet to the south. 

What followed can only be surmised, for 
that was the last seen of her alive. A few 
minutes after leaving her mother Mrs. 
Haynes was heard to scream by Mr. and Mrs. 
Garner and niece, as they werethe only 
known persons about the premises, and 
rushing over to her residence, the rooms 
were found brilliantly lighted, but no one 
near. Suddenly pistol shots rang out upon 
the air in a southwest direction from the 
house. Fearful of the worst, Mr. Garner ran 
out of the house, but could detect no sound. 
He gave the alarm toa neighbor who resides 
in the Litzinger residence, a few hundred 
yardsaway. A search with lanterns was in- 
stituted in the woods and pasture south of 
The alarm soon spread and the 
search was prosecuted by about half a dozen 
citizens, and in something like an hour and a 
half W. W. Bostwick discovered the body 
about 300 feet from the house at the foot of a 
very rugged hill. The body was found lying 
face up with a buliet hole square between the 
eyes. The face was powder blackened and 
burned, while the entire rear portion of the 
head was torn away by the bullet. Another 
bullet had made a ghastly wound in the 
breast and plowed its way through the body. 
Robbery was the intention. The family only 
consisted of man and wife, The act was 
boldly committed. A screen which protected 
a window had been cut and easy access 
gained. The burglar had lit the lamp and 
was surprisea by the lady’s appearance. The 
scream demonstrated her surprise and fears, 
and then the lady was knocked senseless, 

icked up, carried into the woods and killed. 
Ro other motive is assigned but robbery, as 
on her left-hand third finger she had worn a 
diamond ring, the finger being broken as the 
ring was torn off. 

While searching parties were engaged in 
the huntforthe murderer of Mrs. Haynes 
about 12:30 two pistol shots in rapid succes- 
sion were heardin front of the bagnio of 
Mme. Lester, and Maud Kreamer an inmate 
of the house, fell back in the chair in which 
she was sitting, mortally wounded with two 
bullet holes through the body just below 
the waist. Half a dozen people were sit- 
ting around in the pariorandon seeing the 
woman lose her upright position they 
rushed to herassistance, knowing full well 
from her action that she had been the target 
for some one's death aim. Instantly physi- 
cians were summoned, and the wounded 
woman was carried to her room,andon ex- 
amination both wounds were pronounced 
fatal. The assassin stopped on the front

LIBERTY MISSION, 


Rev. F. T. Coleman Issues His Andual 
Report of Relief Afforded. 


Rev. E. T. Coleman, the missionary in 
charge of Liberty Mission, 708 North Four- 
teenth street, has just issued his annual re- 
port: During the past year 8,546 needy per- 
sons received food and shelter inthe mission, 
and during the seven years 30,309 persons re- 
ceived food, 28,479 persons were sheltered in 
the dormitory, 4,618 new and second-hand 
garments were given to the worthy poor,and 


760 men, women and boys found employment 
through the instrumentality of the Mission, 

The object of the Mis-ion is to rescue the 
perishing and afford temporary relief to 
worthy and indigent persons of ali creeds (or 
no creed) and nationalities. It has a free 
reading-room, nicely furnished with good 
reading matter, as wellasall the St. Louis 
daily papers. A dormitory where aged and 
homeless men find a few nights’ shelter 
from the cold winter’s blast; a kitchen and 
dining-room where hungry men, women and 
children receive a warm meal of good vege- 
table soup, meat, bread and crackers every 
day in the week during the winter months. 
bubscribers to the mission are furnished 
free of charge, with meal and dormitory 
tickets, which they give to — soliciting 
alms. A free employment bureau for the ac- 
commodation of employers and employes is 
added to the good work. 


WOLVES IN ILLINOIS. 


Nutters Drive Them From Timberland 
to the Open. 


VIRGINIA, III., Oct. 14.—The wolves from 
the dense timberlands along the Illinois 
and Sangamon Rivers, in the northern part 
of this, Cass County, are doing considerable 
damage to farmers in that locality in the 
way of killing sheep and other small stock. 
John Duchardt, Dick Henderson and other 
prominent farmers in that section, report 
losses of live stock and also being consider. 
ably annoyed by the wolves. The timber- 
land above referred to is what is Known as 
Hickory Nut Flat,’’ and the woods are 
fairly alive day and night with nutting 
parties, and it is thought the wolves have 
taken fright and have left their favorite 
haunts and have taken temporary shelter in 
the large tracts of slough grass near by and 
at night swoop down upon the farming com- 
munity.

‘THE WIND-UP ON THE WESTERN CIB- 


CUIT WILL COME AT NASHVILLE 


Winter Racing Prospects—The Mexican 
Derby Will Be Decided on the First 
Sunday in December—Among the 
Fighters—Billy Joyce May Sue the 
Washington Club. 


The strictly legitimate racing season on the 
Board of Control circuit around New York 
City will be wound up this afternoon at the 
New York Jockey Olub’s Morris Park course. 
Commencing next Monday alternate weekly 
meetings will be run at Linden, Clifton and 
Guttenburg until Dec, 1, after which no more 
racing will take place around New York City 
until next April. In the meantime, how- 
ever, a winter meeting will be conducted at 
Washington. The Western season will con- 
tinue until the close of the thirty-day Nash- 
ville meeting, which will be inaugurated im- 
mediately after the close of the Louisville 
meeting now in progress. Most of the 
borsemen that will race at Nashville are ex- 
pected to take inthe winter meeting at New 
Orleans, which is also going to be the stamp- 
ing-ground during the coming cold months 
of a large contingent of Eastern turfmen. 
The Messrs. John A. & A. H. Morris have 
announced their intention of sendinga string 
to the Crescent City in charge of their premier 
jockey, Fred Littlefield. The stable’s light- 
weight jockey, Penn, will ride the horses 
trained by Littlefield. Racing this winter 
will take place at Washington, Hawthorne, 
East St. Louls, New Orleans, Mexico and 
California. The management of South 
Side Park in this city also assert 
that they will run all winter. 
The San Francisco and Mexico 
meetings will be highest grade, at least the 
largest purses will be hung up at these 
points and, asa rule, the money is what 
catches the best horsemen. R. C. Pate’s 
track at the Mexican capital will be thrown 
open to the public the first week in Decem- 
ber. The first Sunday of that month is the 
day selected by Mr. Pate on which to have 
the Mexican derby, with its $5,000 added 
money, run.

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WATER FROM THE JORDAN. 


A Firm in Palestine Puts It Up in Bot- 
tles for American Churches. 


From the Boston Transcript. 

A firm in Palestine is engaged in the new 
industry of supplying water from the River 
Jordan to churches. It is put up in sealed 
bottles and is sold by the case. The circular 
accompanying this kind of merchandise 
gives certain recommendations from inter- 
ested persons, together with a testimony 
that many members of the families belonging 


to the crowned heads of Europe were bap- 
tized with the water. The sentimentality in- 
volved in its use is likewise eloquently ap- 
pealed to with a concluding paragraph 
asking fora ma order, 

Every precaution will be taken to assure 
the purchaser of its poneinences, and a con- 
suler certificate will affixed to every case. 
Notwithstanding this the opportunity to de- 
ceive will be great and will not be readily de- 
tected. What will be gained the pur- 
chaser beyond a mere sentimentality is 
hard to see, and if this ts all that can be 
said inits favor the sooner the Christian re- 
ligion can make it known that it will not 
welcome such unnecessary links in its chain 
of evidence orany of its ceremonies the 
better it will be able to identify itself with 
the reasonable side of its existence. Any 
sort of resi tion or even parleying with 
sentimentality in religion; which once was 
well encoura made it oppregsively 
superstitious, can never appeal to en- 
lightened Christian mind of to-day. It is 
just this which has given the opponents of 
Christian belief a freedom of assault. 

There is no harm in maxing such importa- 
tions of water from the Jordan and without 
duty, if need be, but what may be evolved 
out of its use and misconstrued as to its 
effects no one can tell and how much de- 
mand there will be for such an article isa 
mere matter ofconjecture.
